The claims contain subject matter which was not described in the specification in such as way as the reasonable convey to one of 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time of the invention was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The 
amendment to the claims appears not to correspond with applicant's disclosure of page 38. Page 38 reads such that the 
composition according to applicant's invention cures faster than an identical comparative composition except that the 3 
photoinitiators of the instant inventive composition has been replaced with an equal amount of 1-hydroxy-cyclohexyl-phenyl-ketone 
photoinitiator In addition it is unclear exactly what a greater amount is intended to mean. A greater amount than what especially 
when there is no disclosed starting amount of the identified photoinitiator defmed/disclosed in the claim. There are no metes and 
bounds to greater. 
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
